Releases Bicycle Laws 


Inasmuch as the City has about | 
1,300registered bicycles and many 
youngsters will be receiving bi- 
cycles during the year, the Traf- 
fic and Safety commission would 
like to remind bicycle riders of 
the following laws: 

1. It shall be unlawful to ride 
a bicycle unless it is in safe me- 
chanical condition. 

2. Bicycles must have brakes 
good enough to skid the rear 
wheel. 

3. Bicyeles must have handle- 
bar grips securely glued. 

4. Every-bicycle must have a 


5. Every bicycle operated be 
tween one half hour after sun- 
down and one half hour before 
sunrise must be equipped with a 
rear reflector and front white 
light that is visible for 300 feet. 

6. No person shall ride a bi- 
cycle faster than is reasonable 
and proper with due regard for 
the safety of the operator and 
the other persons. 

7. It is illegal to ride bicycles 
on sidewalks in business areas. 
In Albany this means the entire 
lengths of SAN PABLO and SO- 
LANO from Adams to the Berke- 
ley line. 

8. No person shall carry a pas- 
unless he is seated upon 
a seat or carried separate from 
the rider. 

9. Every rider must stop 
stop signs and signals.
